Thpse contradictions o n ly give ground for 
the m ost serious kind o f reflection, aud when 
all the rubbish is cleared up and we get at the 
truth, we w ill And that the house o f E. E. 
M organ’s Sons have o n ly reaped th e fruit of 
an im possib le attem pt by tiie farm ers o f Cali­ 
fornia, in conjunction w ith an agency o f very 
lim ited m eans, to control and Influence the 
m arkets o f the world. It w as an am bitious 
alTort, but an ill advised o n e,a s the sequel luu

TAelr anxiety to overreach each other forces 
prices to the utm ost lim it o f the m argin, and 
In their sharp com petition is the producer’s 
greatest safety. Corners can better be matte 
against the producer in the absence o f m id­ 
d lem en than with them , and the reason is 
sim ple. If speculation between the producer 
and consum er or m anufacturer be entirely 
abolished, then the iiunien.se com binations of 
capital w hich w ould directly purchase the 
products from the producers could tlx arbi­ 
trarily their ow n prices. It would be the old 
contest o f capital vs. labor, aud capital could 
w ait w hilst labor could not. l.ubor m ust re­ 
alize quick ly, and th is is un inevitable cle­ 
m en t in its condition and one w hich capital 
can alw ays take advantage of. The fallacy of 
the principle we are called upon to notice by 
this failure w ill be found to have received in 
this event a m ost striking aud deplorable e x ­ 
em pt iflcatlon. 


Frightful Accident—Governor Bradley. 


E u r e k a , October 20th.—A fright­ 
ful accident occurred here this m orn­ 
ing about 9 o’clock. The boiler at the 
B ailey m ill and wood saw ing estab­ 
lishm ent of E . W . Perrin blew up, in­ 
ju rin g Perrin to such an ex ten t th at 
he died soon afterw ard. 
Portions of 
the boiler were hurled half a m ile 
over the m ain town to the head of 
Poverty Gulch. 
Three other m en 
who were in the place narrow ly es­ 
caped being killed. 
P errin was about 
forty-six years of age, and leaves a 
wife. H e was the inventor of the pat­ 
ent iron-fastened wood pavem ent, aud 
had several contracts to 
pave tbe 
streets of E astern cities. 
A serious accident occurred

m orning at the Richm ond sm elting 
works, caused by the breaking of a 
firi h e ll . The shafting was considera­ 
bly tw isted, and if the m achinery can­ 
not b e set to rights before m orning a 
serious los9 of tim e w ill be involved, 
as th e fires in the furnaces cannot be 
kept up after th at tim e. 
Governor Bradley, who lias been in 
tow n for the last few days, leaves for 
H am ilton to-morrow m orning. Judge 
B elknap preceded him here to-day. 
Politics are getting quite w arm as the 
election approaches.
